HINGES ON ‘SERVICE’ 


Corporation Counsel William H. Sexton, 
who has resigned to take up private prac- 
tice, approved an opinion concerning the 
city’s right to take possession ot the auto- 
matic telephone system yesterday which 
left some members of the counci] commit- 
tee on gas, oll, and electric light gasping. 

The opinion was based on a construc- 
tion of the word serving.“ Mr. Sex- 
ton's construction ig to the effect that 
the word serving does not mean serv- 
ing at all. It means capable of serv- 
ing should service be required.” 

Consequently, Mr. Sexton holds that 
the city, in plain words, is bunked ” 
again by an ordinance that was drawn 
up by the corporation counsel's office, 
This time the eit) la bunked,” Mr. Sex- 
ton fears, out of the automatic telephone 
company’s plam and equipment—$4,000,- 
000 in value. 

Must Have 20,000 Listed. 

To be explicit, the automatic telephone 
ordinance, as originally approved in 
1909 by the corporation counsel's office 
and pasbed by the city council, provided 
‘that the automatic telephone a 
should forfeit all ite right, ant, and 
equipment to the city at any time after 
June 1, 1911, if it’ “* shall not have in oper- 
ation a telephone system serving 20,000 
bona fide subscribers.” 

The words embraced in quotation 
marks are exactly as used in the ordi- 
nance. 

On this proposition action was started 
in 1911 to ascertain whether or not the 
automatic company did have 20,000 bona 
fide subscribers. The action was started 
with a view to either making the tunnel 
company comply with the ordinance or 
forfeit its franchise. This action was 
taken, of course, under the suspicion that 
the ordinance meant what it said. 


Subscribers Not Bona Fide, 

| A® @ result the city of Chicago appro- 
priated and spent $30,000 in invéstigations 
to find out whether or not the tunnel com- 
pany had 20,000 bona fide subecribers. 
The company spent a fortune to make a 
showing that it had 20,000 bona fide sub- 
scribers.

AT GERMANY 


Russians Attack on 
Whole Front; Begin 
Cracow Battle. 


SMASH FOE IN NORTH 


[By Cable te The Chicago Tribune.} 

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The great struggle 
between the armies of Russia and Ger- 
many, the latter reinforced by the rem- 
nants of the Austrian forces, has begun. 
Upon the outcome of the series of battles 
now in progress all along the great front 
from the Baltic on the north to the Aus- 
trian stronghold of Cracow in the south 
the fate of Germany hangs, according to 
the opinion of many military authorities, 

Germany now faces the supreme test 
of checking the great Russian armies 
which threaten invasion. Unless the Rus- 
sian armies can be decisively checked all 
along the line Germany will be forced to 
wage a retreating campaign in defense of 
Berlin. 

For this decisive campaign an army of 
800,000 Germans and Austrians has been 
assembled just inside the Russian Poland 
frontier from. Cracow through Czensto- 
chewe to Kalles. 

Russians Win in North. 
The first stage of the rent bittle seems

Russian armies have won decisive wie- 
tories over large German forces near the 
frontiers of Prussia and Silesia. 

The general staff specifies Russian suc- 
cesses near Simno in the province of Su- 
walki and at Andreijev, forty miles north 
ot Cracow. The Germans have aban- 
doned the bombardment of the fortress of 
Ossowetz and are suffering considerably 
in a hurried retreat. 

The Russian embassy in Rome furnighes 
details of the disaster which has over- 
taken the German offensive in Suwaiki | 
and Lodz provinces. In the battles which 
brought about the collapse of their inva+ 
gion of Russia the Germans lost 30,000 
killed and 20,000 prisoners. They were 80 
thoroughly beaten near Suwalki, Ostro- 
vita, and other towns that they fied, leav- 
ing behind them wagon trains, batteries, 
and baggage. 

Armies Meet Before Cracow. 

It is probable that the Russian army of 
Galicia is already in collision with an im- 
mense German-Austrian force assembled 
in northeast Galicia and southwest Po- 
land to defend Silesia. 

Gen. von Hindenburg, the kaiser’s com- 
mander-in-chief in the east, has arrived 
at Cracow and has taken command of 
the Austrians and Germans concentrated 
in that region. The railroads of Bohemia 
and Moravia are congested with troop 
trains hurrying German soldiers and sup- 
plies toward the Russian frontier. 


Russians Aiming at Berlin. 
All the news today indicates that Rus- 
sia is successfully following the plans of 


initiative along the Prussian-Poland 
frontier while hastening an advance in 
force against southeast Silesia, the key 
to Breslau end Berlin. The Russian gen- 
eral staff expects to heve troops in Silesia 
by Oct. 5. 

While the success of the Russian armies

north of France.

Mutilated German Wounded. 

From headquarters,“ the report says, 
„Gen. von Schjering reported to the em- 
peror that a field hospital at Orchies in 
the north of France was attacked by 
franc-tireurs (snipers, or irregularly 
armed persons) on Sept. 24. A punitive 
expedition encountered superior forces 
and had to retreat, leaving thirty-five 
wounded. 

On the following day the Bavarian 
roops met no enemy and found Orchies 
deserted, but found there twenty wounded 


Germans, left the day before, horribly 


mutilated. Their noses and ears were cut 
off and they were suffocated by insert- 
ing sawdust in thefr mouths and noses. 

Correctness of the evidenoe taken was 
authenticated by two French priests.

BRITISH SHIPS 
SINK DRESDEN, 
GERMAN CRUISER 


South American Steamer 
Brings Rumors of Sea 
Battle to. Kew York, 


New York, Oct. 2.—A rumor that the 
German crulder Dresden had been sunk 
by: the Britin cruisers Glasgow and Good- 
hope wes brought here today by passen- 
gere on the steamer Japanese Prince, 
which. arrived from South American 
ports. This tumor, the passengers said, 
was current in Pernambuco on Sept. 17. 

Capt. Johnston of the Japanese Prince 
said he had talked with the British con- 
sulin Pernambuco and that, although the 
consul said nothing about the reported 
sinking of the Dresden, he intimated that 
no German warships were near the South 
American coast and assured the captain 
that the voyage to New York could be 
made withcut danger of capture. 

Fifteen German verseis, it was said, 
are in Pernambuco harbor, fearing to 
venture out because of the reported pres- 
yence of British cruisers outside the har- 
bor,

Dresden Sunk Britisher. 

First hand stories of the sinking of the 
Eouston line steamer Hyades, (British) 
outside Pernambuco on Aug. by the 
German cruiser Dresden reachea New 
York today with the arrival here of the 
steamer Hylas from Liverpool. 

‘Among the crew of the Hylas were sev- 
eral sailors who had been aboard the 
Hyates when it was captured by the 
Dresden.

Fleet of 11 Men-o’-War Con- 
voys Canadian Force 
Across Atlantic. 


8,000 HORSES ABOARD. 


Montreal, Que., Oct. 2.—-A correspond- 

ent of the Daily Mail has sent from Ri- 
mouski the following description of the 
Geparture of the Canadian troops for the 
Furopean war; 
. “Thirty-one ships. were euer do 
earry the men. the guna, the horses, and 
the supplies of the overseas expeditionary 
force. “To.convey that number of Ships a 
fleet of eleven war vessels was requisi- 
tioned, the whole movement being the 
largest and most important ever effected 
on the Atlantic. It was carried out in ex- 
cellent manner. 


Movement Well Carried Out. 

The movement from Vaicartier was 
effected in fine style and the embarka- 
tion and saliing followed as a part of a 
well ordered plan. The movement of 
31.300 trcops and 8,000 horses was the big- 
gest war action that Canada has ever 
undertaken. 

The movement from Valcartier Start- 
ed with the mustering of the left half 
of the Twelfth battalion, which was sent 
to Quebec to perform guard duty, and 
ended with the departure from camp 
eight daye later of the right halt of the 
same battalion. 

“The troops that moved in took pos- 
session of the wharves and the break- 
water and when they disappeared one 
day, the red coats of the Eighty-Beventh 
regiment replaced the khaki suits of the 
men of the Twelfth battalion. In this 
eight days the division had moved out of 
Valcartier. Horses, artillery and trans- 
port wagoha came over the eighteeh miles 
of road while the troops were sent by 
train. 


Troops Moved by Trains 

It had been intended to march all the 
men to Quebec, but the weather was vile 
and plans were hastily made for the move- 
ment by train. It required five days to 
transfer the various units, an average 
of ten troops moving aways from the camp 
each day. 

The trains ran directly to the breakwa- 
ter and the transier to the shins was 
promptly made. As the ships were filled 
they mc ved off and stedmed cou cue 
river to anchorages previously agreed on 
and there met the naval convoy; after- 
wards the great fleet set out to sea.

BORDEAUX, Oct. 2.—The Amerivan 
hospital ship, Red Cross, arrived at Paull- 
lac this morning from Falmouth, Eng- 
land. The ship comes to France to bring 
the Red Cross units which will serve 
with the French armies, In England it 
disembarked the units for service among 
the English wounded as well as those 
which are to go to Russie. 

The medical supplies brought by the 
Red Cross will be most welcome in Bor- 
deaux, for in this city alone, according 
to the Journal des Debats, 40,000 wourded 
men have been treated in the last thirty 
days. The supply of surgical instru- 
ments is almost exhausted and the local 
doctors have been obliged to exercise 
much ingenuity in devising substitutes.

Transactions Reported Bared. 

The following facts are reported, to have 
been bared: 

6 than half of the capita! stock 
was paid in in cash, in violation of 
the banking laws. The stock of the 
majority of the stockholders, ; con- 
trolled by C. B. Munday, vice prési- 
dent of the La Salle bank, never was 
paid for. 

Loans were made to Lorimer-Mun- 
day enterprises aggregating $165,500. 
The bank carried the bank property 
as an asset worth $60,000, when in 

reality the property was worth $35, 000. 

The officers of the bank were guilty 
of operating the bank when they must 
have known that it was — in- 
solvent. 

Munday and Lorimer Aid. 

The bank was organized by Frank H. 
Novak and other members of his family. 
He found it impossible to obtain the nec- 
essary subscriptions to the capital stock. 
C., B. Munday then made his appearance 
and assumed the direction of the bank’s 
affairs: He subscribed for 300 shares of 
stock and caused William Lorimer to 
take a like amount, William Lorimer Jr. 
to take 100 shares, and Charies E. Ward, 
Lorimer's secretary, to subscribe for 50 
shares. 

Shares Never Paid For. 
According to evidence in the possession 

of Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 
Center Case Jr., the shares above de- 


scribed were never paid for, but were rep- 


resented on the bank’s books by alleged 
worthless paper issued by the Lorimer- 
Munday interests. The following loans

Knocks Bottom Out. 

*T shouldn't think the law department 
would hold the forfeitufe clause illegal 
at this late date, said Ald. Harry E. 
Littler, a member of the gas oil com- 
mittee. It is so unexpected I hardly 
know what to say. It has always been a 
question whether the company had suffi- 
cient bona fide subscribers to hold their 
franchise. I never thought they had. I 
nover had any other opinion but that the 
ordinance was valid. 

“ The company seemed to think so, too, 
judging by the fight they made to con- 
vince the council they had the required 
number of patrons. This opinion knocks 
the bottom out of the city’s case.“ 


City Is Hampered. 

“The surprising thing is that the in- 
terpretation of the word ‘serving’ was 
not left to the courts, said Ald. James 
H. Lawley, another member of the com- 
mittee. ‘As it is, the city is hampered 
at the outset in any negotiations with the 
company.“ 

Ald. Charles E. Merriam, also a mem- 
ber of the same committee, said:

had, in operation a telephone system 
sufficient and effective for the service of

FORECLOSURE IN COURT. 


Attorney Untermyer Asserts Condi- 
tion Has Been Concealed. 


New York, Oct. 2.—[Special.]—Before 
Judge Mayer in the United States Dis- 
trict court today Samuel Untermyer, at- 
torney for the holders of over $1,000,000 
of the bonds of the Rock Island company, 
charged James N. Wallace, president of 
the Central Trust company and ‘chair- 
man of the Rock Istand reorganization 
committeé, with keeping the bondholders 
in ignorance concerning the road’s ac- 
tual financial condition, 

Mr. Untermyer said the object of the 
present management is to divert millions 
of dollars from its treasury. } 

Mr. Untermyer appeared in opposition 
o the foreclosure of the Rock Island 
mortgage held by the Central Trust com- 
pany and the consequent sale of the col- 
lateral securities deposited under the 
mortgage agreement. This foreclosure 
proceeding, brought by the Central Trust 
company and acquiesced in by the rail- 
road company, is part of the reorganiza- 
tion scheme. 

The committee, Untermyer continued, 
made no attempt to acquaint the bond- 
holders with the details of the financial 
jugglery by which $7,500,000 was taken 
from the treasury of the Rock. Island 
company. This, he said, was done in 
connection with the purchase of the St.

Shrinkage of Dollar 


and Effect on Living. 


BY VICTOR S. YARROS. 

HAT the question 
of the high and in- 
creasing cost of 
living has a very 
serious and impor- 
tant ‘monetary 
side is a fact 
which few persons 

m realize. To bring 

it home to more 

people Prof. Irv- 

ing Fisher of Yale 

has written a lit- 

tle book (published by the Macmillan 

company) entitled‘ WHY IS THE DOL- 

LAR SHRINKING?” His chief purpose 

is to study the purchasing price of the 

dollar—or any other metallic monetatry 

unit. If prices are higher, it follows that 

the dollar in one’s pocket will fetch less 

in the market. If goods are high the dol- 

lar is low in price, for we exchange dol- 
lars for e n wad 


Now, prices ete ed moutned steadily, and 
we can buy for a dollar today only about 
two-thirds of what we bought for ‘ eigh- 
teen yeare ago. The causes of this are 
many and obscure, but Prof. Fisher 
rightly contends that one of them isto be 
found in the nature of our standard of 
value and the effect of changes in gold 
production on the value of the unit. If 
prices should fall henceforth, consumers 
would breathe freely again, but there 
would be complaints from other direc- 
tione—for high prices would mean a high- 
er price of money, and this means that 
debtors must work harder and give more 
commodities than they obtained for the 
dollar when they contracted the loans.

Can the dollar be standardized? Can 
it be made independent of gold produc- 
tion? Is it possible to have a dollar that 
always brings the same quantity of goods 
and that is at all times fair alike to the 
borrower and the lender? This the author 
wilt answer in amother volume. The 
presem one is a discussion of money— 
„hard and other—of credit, of circula- 
tlon, and of the relations between money 
and prices. The author makes certain 
forecasts, but apart from these, which 
may be dircredited by events, the book 
is highly instructive and timely The 
style is not too technical except in two 
or three sections, and the average man 
will grasp the argument. 


— 

“THE RISE OF THE WORKING 
CLASS,” by Dr. Algernon Sidney Crop- 
sey, a Rochester minister and lecturer, is 
a book written with enthusiasm, insight, 
and intelligence. It is a thoughtful and 
scholarly study of the social economic 
revolution that is now going on. The au- 
thor lays a sound historic foundation for 
his discussion of the great movements of 
our time—the labor movement, the wom- 
an's movement (including militancy), the 
changes in education, religion, and fam- 
ily life. He is not shocked by many of 
the things that attend these movements; 
he explains where he does not approve. 


He sees whither socialism ig tending, and 


he has faith in moral and soejal progress. 


He predicts a great deal of what is called 
socialistic legislation; he does not, how- 
ever, of liberty and individual develop- 
ment. His historical studies of the tribe, 
the family, marriage, the state, property, 
ete,, have made him a hopeful and opti- 
mistic evolutionist. 

The essential ideas and conclusions of 
the book are unchallengeable, but it is 


to be — that Dr. aeg enthu- 
siasm betrays him into freauent extrava- 
gince and carelessness of statement. 

This is particularily the case in the pages 
that deal with the position of: the working 
classes. More moderation in language 
and a better sense of proportion weuld 
have made the volume—highly profitable 
as it is—more valuable asa scientific con- 
tribution to the discussion of the nature 
and prospects of modern. civilisation.

In AMERICAN Pt PUBLIC OPINION * 
(Dutton & Co.) James Davenport lp- 
ley hag attempted to interpret Amer- 
ican opinion upon certain lare and more 
or less international questions.“ He dis- 
cusses the Wilson administration, the tar 
iff act, immigration, the Japanese ques- 
tion in this country, the Russian treaty 
question, Mexico, the Balkans, our di- 
plomacy generally, and the Wilson ap- 
pointments to diplomatic posts in partio- 
ular, and some other questions. These 
chapters are introduced with certain gen- 
eral remarks about American optimism 
and the degree in which our government 
truly reflects and depends on public senti- 
ment, 

The author writes, of course, as an inde- 
pendent, not as a partisan, yet to some 
of his statements exception may be taken 
on the score of unconscious partisanship. 
His comments are generally sound, but he 
is too confident at times where confidenee 
is out of place. His advice in regard to 
Japan (which is too simple), and his criti- 
cisms of the government for its alleged 
brutality and folly in abrogating in the 
way it did the treaty with Russia are in- 
stances in point. It is strange how writers 
will solve offhand problems that men in 
power and under heavy responsibility 


find terribly hard nuts to crack. The best 


chapters in the book are those on Mexico 
and immigration. If the book is not pro- 
found, it makes at any rate interesting 
and stimulating reading. Mr. Wheipley 
is well informed and writes with vigor and 
directness,

UPSETS DIVORCE 
COURT CUSTOM

When Husband Fails. 


ACTS TO PROTECT NAME. 


Since the first bill for divorce was filed 
in Cook county it has been taken for 
granted that unless the defendant in such 
suit contested it would go through 
without objection. No one supposed that 
any one except the defendant could have 
enough interest in the course of untrue 
love even to think of trying to keep the 
husband and wife together. That was 
why Mrs. Laura E. Dupee Blakeslee's 
attorneys thought a decree was as good 
as granted when they learned that Ro- 
main Blakeslee would not contest the bill 
for divorce. 

Enter Mrs. Kate Coleman, named by 
Mra. Bilakesiee as co-respondent in the 
case. 
Co-respondent to Contest. 

Mrs. Coleman’slawyer, James A. Brady, 
was allowed yesterday to putin the unex- 
pected defense and contest the divorce 
by Judge Charles M. Walker, who said 
there is no reason under the sun why a 
woman should not be allowed to defend 
her name, especially if the regularly 
named defendant was not sufficiently in- 
terested to do itt for her. Mr. Brady 
therefore was allowed to file Mrs. Cole- 
man’s denial of all the charges. 

But that was not all Mr. Brady did. 
He filed the preecipe in a suit for slander, 
charging Mra Blakeslee with repeating 
outaide the court room certain of the al- 
legations against Mrs. Coleman which 
were included in the bill for divorce. As 
soon as the divorce suit is settled Attor- 
ney Brady intends to push the slander 
suit to the limit, he announced last night. 

Thinks She’s Sure to Win. 

Cobeman's case in the divorce suit 
is unassailable,” said her attorney last 
night. “I cannot suppose for a moment 
thet the divorce will be granted. I am 
anxious for an early hearing in the case, 
so that I can prosecute the slander suit,

“DIP” ARRESTED; 
CASE GETS LOST 


Pickpocket Gives Bond and 
Clerk Can Find No Rec- 
ord of Charge Be- 
fore Grand Jury. 


GLEASON GIVES CAUSES. 


Suggests to Crime Committee 
Other Officials than Po- 
lice Are to Blame 
for Laxity. 


George P: Eakin's pocketbook was 
stolen Aug. 3 as he was riding on a crowd- 
ed Kankakee interurban car with a 
group of fellow employés’ of the Inter- 
national Harvester company’s plant. Pa- 
trol Sargeant Burnett and Patrolman Mc- 
Kee of the Morgan Park police station 
happened to be on the car and immediate- 
ly arrested Herman Kanter, alias Klein, 
whom they recognized as a well known 
pickpocket. Eakin's purse was found on 
Kanter. 

Kanter was arraigned before Judge 
Hugh R. Stewart in the Municipal court. 
He was held to the grand jury on Aug. 
7 and released on bonds of $2,000, signed 
by @ professional bondsman. His ease 
normally would have been presented to 
the September grand jury. It was not 
presented. 


No Record of Case. 

A man connected with the case tele 
phoned the grand jury docket clerk yes- 
terday. He was informed that there was 
no record of any such case pending be- 
fore the grand jury. What hes become 
of the charge against Kanter? 

Thie case, which was called to the at- 
tention of Tue Tao, illustrates the 
testimony of Chief of Police Gleason be- 
fore the city council crime commission 
yesterday. 

He replied to the municipal judges who 
previously had testified regarding the ap- 
parent collusion between members of the 
police department and pickpockets and 
thieves and declared that there were cer- 
tain judges, clerks, and bailiffs in the 
Municipai oourt that ought to be sus- 
pended. 

Censures Court Attaches. 

“TI have been in court a good deal,’ 
said the chief, and it has seemed to 
me that assistant city prosecutors and 
assistant state’s attorneys never open 
their ‘mouth except when they are trying 
to get somebody off. The court officials 
are the ones wt — e to 
scrutinized. a ao 

“ There may be mén on the’ — © force 
who are not exactly straight, but when- 
ever we find a man of this sort he is 
brought before the police trial board and 
immediately dismissed. There are clerks, 
bailiffs, and judges in the Municipal court 
in the same class. The courts would do 
well to investigate themselves. 


Get Together, His Suggestion. 

But after all, commented Chief Glea- 
son, “if you want to stop crime in Chi- 
cago we must stop criticising one another. 
We must put more men on the police force 
and make the courts and police work in 
harmony: At present there are too many 


policemen detailed to special duty. The 


city of Chicago has nearly the area of 
New York, yet only one-third of the po- 
lice force. 

The chief concluded with the sugges- 
tiom that professional bondsmen be re- 
fused the right to sign. bonds in the police 
courts. He presented the commission 
with a record of cases which had been re- 
opened by Judges Caverly and Scully.

MURDER CHARGE 


Seventeenth Woman to Be 
Freed as Slayer by Jury 
In Cook Count). 


Mrs. Nellie Higgs yesterday walked out 
of the Criminal Courts building, a free 
woman. She is the seventeenth woman 


within the last decade. A jury of twelve 
men considered the evidence forty-five 
minutes and then relieved the woman of 
all blame for the death of William Walter 


Willis, whom she shot im the back last 
April on an Illinois Central train. 

The verdict was returned shortly before 
noon. A sister of Mrs. Higgs fainted in 
the courtroom and had to be carried out. 
A large crowd of women cheered Mrs. 
Higgs when she was whirled away from 
the jail in an automobile with her attor- 
ney. 

The verdict was probably the moet wide- 
ly talked of piece of news of the day. Court 
attachés indulged in 1 told you so’s.”’ 
Women spectators expressed their happi- 
ness. Clubwomen discussed the verdict 
philosophically. 


Wayman’s Words Recalled, 
Lou can't et a woman of murde 
in Cook coui. were the words of the 
late J. E. W. Wayman, under whose ad- 
ministration as state’s attorney several 
women charged with murder were al- 

lowed to go free. 

“ Wayman was right,” said Assistant 
State's Attorney Stephen A. Malato, who 
prosecuted the case againet Mrs. Higgs. 
I have said. before. it is impossible. 
Any kind of a woman can kill at her pleas- 
ure. She can go into court after killing, 
shed a few tears, and cast a few wistful 
glances at the jury, and she will be ac- 
quitted.’’

Women’s Opinions Asked. 

A reporter for THs TRIBUNE asked a 
number of Chicago women what they 
thought of the verdict and the fact that 
Mrs. Higgs is the seventeenth woman to 
be acquitted for murder in the last ten 
years. 

Miss Harriet Vittum, head of the North- 
western university settlement, said: “A 
—.— who takes a life under the same 
circumstances as a man should receive 
the same punishment as aman. I don’t 
believe in capital punishment, but I do 
believe that society should be protected 
against murderers, men and women. 

The influence of Wiese repeated ac- 
quittals will tend to have a bad effect 
over weak minded women. I think that 
mixed juries of men and women might 
remedy the situation, which is undoubt- 
edly serious. Mixed juries would certain- 
ly make for fairer verdicts in all cases.“ 


Glad Women Go Free. 

Mrs. Harriet Taylor Treadwell, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Political Equality 
league, said: I am glad women are ac- 
quitted because it tends to prove that 
murders committed in the heat of passion 
will be dealt with in a different way from 
those committed in cold blood. I am glad 
of ewery bit of mercy @xtended by the 
law because we know there is not any too 
much mercy in the law. When mercy and 
justice join hands it is a splendid pros- 


pect. , 

“ Men who kill in the heat of passion, as 
well as women, should be placed under 
some restraint, which I think could be de- 
cided best by mixed juries, where the 


can work in unison. The cold blooded 
murder should be eliminated in the lethal 
chamber.” ‘ 

Urges Mixed Juries. 

Miss Mary McDowell, head resident of 
the University of Chicago settlement, 
ald. Men and women together can 
give a better balanced judgment than 
just men alone or just women alone. I 
don't believe that any jury should be 
composed of all men, nor do I believe 
that they should be composed of all 
women. 
 “ Juries are undoubtedly human and 
sentimental. There is probably a realiza- 
tion on the part of men jurors that wom- 
en defendants go through many cruelties 
because they are women, and many of 
these the woman cannot tell in her trial.“ 


Discredits Emotionalism. 

Grace Wilbur Trout, president of the N. 
linois Equal Suffrage association, said: 
* In reference to the seventeen acquittals, 
I cannot help but think of those oppo- 
nents of suffrage who decried it by say- 
ing that if women got into the jury box 
they would decide cases on sentiment in- 
stead of law. 

„ don't believe, however, that {t can 
be laid entirely to emotionalism when 
men juries acquit women defendants in
